The  year  1959  was  narked  by  events  of  vast  histccjical  sl^ifi~ 
cance  and  by  brllllanb  triun^hs  in  all  branches  of  the  national  econ¬ 
omy.  Never  before  have  we  done  so  much  .in  .  one  yaax,  or  acl^eved  sucn  ,. 
great  successes  in  the  field  of  economics  and  scientific  researcli  and 
discovery,  or  in  isij^bvihg  the  materiai  well'^eing  of  the  people,  as 
in  the  first  year  of  the  Seven-Year  Plan. 

All  ™anfc<ris  ijas  sainted  our  Motherland  for  the  remarkable  sucr 
cesses  gained  in  its  struggle  for  consolidating  :the  peace  and  for  re¬ 
lieving  international  tension.  The  historical  visit  of  N.  S.  Khru¬ 
shchev  to  the  United  States  of  America  was  a  great  contribution  to 
this  ncble  ca’ise.  His  magnificent  speeches  in  the  USA  gave  rise  to 
a  feeling  of  deep  satisfaction  and  gratitude  among  all,  peoples ;  They 
saw  a  real  possibility  of  creating  a  lasting  peace  and  of  ending  once 
and  for  all  the  horrors  of  destructive  wars,  .  . 

The  Soviet  Union  is  firmly  and  consistently  struggling  for 
peace.  After  hearing  an  address  by  comrade  H.  S,  H^shchev  concern¬ 
ing  dis6irmament  as  a  msajws  of  consolidating  the  peace  and  guaranbee-, 
ing  friendship  among,  peoples,  the  January  session  of  the  Supreme  So-  . 
Viet  USSR  adopted  a  law  on  a  new  large-scale  reduction  of  the  armed 
forces  of  the  t^SR  by  1,200,000  men. 

The  address  by  the  head  of  the  Soviet  Government  and. the  docu¬ 
ments  adopted  by  the  Supreme  Soviet  USSa;have  excited  the  peoples  and 
the  govesniments  of  all  countries.  World  public  opinion  was  literally 
shaken  by  the  news  of  the  decisions  of  the  Supreme  Soviet  session. 

The  press  of  the  socialist  countries  and  the  entire  progressive  press 
of  the  capitalist  states  ccosidersd  the  new  step  of  the  Soviet  Union  . 
to  be  an  act  of  remarkable  historical  significance  and  a  sigh  of  the 
true  peaceableness  and  supreme  humanism  of  the  Soviet  people. 

The  enormous  successes  in,  solving  the  tasks  of  econcnilc  and  cul¬ 
tural  cwstruction  —  conclusive  evldenee  of  the  grofwth  of  Communist 
consciousness  —  are  the  result  of  the  gi^tntic  organisational  and  edu¬ 
cational  work  of  the  Communist  Party.  These  achievements  create  every 
possibility  for  layi^  a  f Irm.  :^oundation  in  1960  for  prenBture,  fulfill¬ 
ment  of  the  Seven-Year  ^lan.  However,  .in  order  to  realise  th^  great

The  party  has  always  paid  a  great  deal  of  attention  to  the  de¬ 
velopment  and  propagandizing  of  Marxist -Leninist  theory  and  has  exerted

in  close  unity  with  the  practice  of  Communist  construction  and  with 
the  political  and  economic  tasks  which  the  Soviet  people,  under  the 
direction  of  the  party,  are  fulfilling  in  the  present  historical  stage 
of  the  development  of  the  USSR, 

Previously  the  most  significant  document  was  the  decree  cf  the 
Central.  Committee  (Hovember  1938)  ou  the  organization  of  party  work  in 
connection  \d.th  the  publication  of  Short  Course  on  the  History  of  the 
All-Union  Communist  Party  (Eole-hevi^),  tMa  k 

long  time  the  direction  and  nature  of  Ideological  work  and  the  propa¬ 
gandizing  of  Iferxlst -Leninist  theoay*  Over  20  years  have  passed  since 
then,  life  has  gone  forward  a  long  way,  the  ideological  and  political 
level  of  the  people  has  risen,  and  the  spiritual  Interests  of  the  work¬ 
ers  have  grown  and  expanded  Immeasuarably,  Our  country  has  reached  a 
new  historical  boundary  which  has  been  drawn  by  all  the  previous  suc¬ 
cesses  of  Communist  construction.  The  decree  concerning  the  tasks  of 
party  propaganda,  which  has  ntsw  been  adopted  by  the  Central  Committee 
CPSU,  is  directly  related  to  the  Stage  of  the  extensive  construction 
of  Communism,  The  decree  was  necessitated  and  determined  by  the 


present  stage,  and  at  the  saihe,  time  it  was  realized  to  assist  the 
party  and  the  people  in  carrying  out'  ^ccessfully  the  -vast  economic 
plans  and  political  tasks  which  stand  before  the  USSR  under  present 

conditions,  , 

The  decree  of  the  Central  Comnittee  CPSU  is  a  militant,  ex* 
tensive  program  of  ideological  work  coverlid  a  loiig  period*  In  fol* 
lowing  this  parlgr  document,  we  can  and  must  do  everything  to  rake 
Ideological  work  more  profound  and  operative  and  more  intimately  re¬ 
lated  to  life,  so  that  it  may  serve  as  a  powerful  factor  in  the 
struggle  of  the  Soviet  people  for  Communism* 

VIhy  are  the  questioiis  of  ideological  work  and  the  questions 
of  Communist  education  now  acquiring  such  remarkable  significance? 

In.  order  to  build  a  Communist  society,  necessary  above  all 'is 
the  greatest  consciousness  and  solidarity  of  not  only  the  party,  not  , 
only  the  Communist  vanguard,  the  entire  working  class,  all- the  ^people* 
Only  then  can  the  great  tasks  of  the  construction  of  Comnunism  be 
solved  and  a  further  increase  in  labor  prodvictivity  and  an:  abidance 
of  material,  and  spiritual  blessings  be  achieved,  only  then  will  labor 
become  the  first  vital  necessity.  Organization  and  consciousness  are 
achieved  .through  the  profound  and  detailed  educational  work  of  the 
party  among  the  broad  masses  of  wcxrkers* 

Secondly,  the  construction  of  a  Communist  society  consists  in 
the  rapid  grovrbh  of  social  production  based  oh.  superior  technology, 
as  well  as  in  the  many-sided  development  of  the  main  production  forces 
of  societytand  of  the  creator  of  a  high-level  splrit\xal  culture  —  man* 
In  the  .process  of  creating  a  material  and  techi^-cal  base  for  Communism, 
a  new  type  of  citizen  is  formed  who  harmoniously  combines  mental  and 
physical  work  and  who  boasts  of  a  mai^ -sided  development*  This  will 
be  prompyed  by  the  gradual  reduction  of  t^  working -day,  an  Increase 
in  free  time,  and  the  radical  reorganlzatioh  of  all  eloaeats  of  public 
education*  The  main  task  of  ideological  work  is  to  educate  "Oie  people 
in  the  Communist  future,  the  Cfanreunist  attitude  toward  ^bor,  Com¬ 
munist,  morality  and  outlook,  Communist  character  traits,  and  living 
in  the  Communist  way* 

:  Thirdly,  methods  of  explanation  and  persuasion  and  of  the  pa¬ 
tient  and  persistent  education  of  the  loasses  are  acquiring  and  will 
continue  td  acquire  greater,  significance  in  gliding  the  life  of  the 
people  in  the  period  of  the  exteimiiye  construction  of  Communism*  On 
the  other  hand,  administrative  measures  and  elements  of  coercion  will 
begin  to  play  a  lesser  role*  It  is  understandable  that  under  these 
new  conditions  tl^.  .tasks  of  the  education  of  the  masses  and  the  ideo¬ 
logical  work  of  -tile  party  and  state  are  set  forth  in  the  first  plan* 
Finally,  the  problems  of  Canmunlst  education  are  of  j^ramount 
inportance,  because  we  shell  wage  a  prolonged  struggle  against  the 
ideology  of  imperialism,  whose  propagandists  try  by  every  means  to 
Influence  Soviet  citizens  *  Peaceful  coexistence  is  not  the  calm, 
parallel  develt^ment  of  socialism  and  capitalism,  but  lather  a  sharp 
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economic  and  Geological  struggle,  a  struggle  for  superiority  in  the 
development  of  the  production  forces,  science,  and  technology,  and 
for  the  conquest  of  the  minds  and  hearts  of  millions  of  workers  thr cut¬ 
out  the  world » 

Consequently  there  is  a  profouM,  vital  basis  fcr  advancing  to 
the  front  line  of  the  struggle  for  Communism  Geological  work  and  the 
questions  of  Communist  education* 

The  Central  Committee  CPSU  Gvarlably  emphasGes  the  necessity 
of  closely  relating  all  our  pro^ganda  and  agitation  to  the  practical 
tasks  of  Communist  construction * 

"Our  party  work  is  based  on  the  revolutionary  theory  of  Marxism- 
LenGism,  which  ll^ts  the  path  ahead,"  said  N.  S,  Khrushchev  at  the 
June  Plenum  of  the  Central  Committee  CPSU,  "But,  comrades,  we  must 
realize  clearly  that  now  that  the  state  power  G  G  the  hands  of  the 
working  cGss,  now  that  the  lartjr  guGes  all  matters  of  Communist  con¬ 
struction,  in  order  to  Gculcate  this  theory  on  the  consciousness  of 
the  people  and  to  consolidate  our  state  it  G  necessary  to  develop  bb- 
terGl  production  G  every  way  possible  *  Therefore  the  question  of  , 
production  carganlzation  represents  a  large  portion  of  all  our  Geologi¬ 
cal  work  at  the  present  stage a" 

The  main  direction  of  party  prcpagamda  and  all  Geological  work 
Gside  the  USSR  consGts  in  actively  assistGg  the  workers  of  every 
enterprGe,  bulGing  project,  kolkhoz,  and  sovkhoz  to  realize,  compre¬ 
hend,  and  solve  in  a  practical  manner  the  great  tasks  set  forth  hy 
the  XXI  Pairfcy  Congress  and  the  subsequent  decrees  of  the  party  and 
government;  to  tireGssiy  achieve  a  growth  G  Gbor  productivity  and 
an  improvement  G  technology;  and  to  struggle  for  the  fulfillment  and 
overGlfillment  of  production  plans* 

In  following  the  resoGtions  of  the  XX  and  XXI  Party  Congress, 
the  party  or^lzations  have  conaGerahly  reorganGed  the  propagandiz- 
Gg  Of  Marxism-LenGGm  and  have  carried  out  a  nximber  of  measures  for 
overcomGg  eGments  of  dogmatGm  and  deficiencies*  The  propagandGing 
of  Communist  ideology  G  the  USSR  G  now  of  a  more  vital  versatile, 
creative  nature*  It  Is  closely  related  to  life  and  economic  and  cul¬ 
tural  construction.  As  a  result,  its  efficiency  and  organGaticmal 
and  educational  role  have  been  enhanced* 

The  decree  of  the  Central  Committee  CPSU  emphasGes  tGt  the 
efficacy  of  propaganda  work  G  manifested  G  the  concrete  results  of 
all  sectors  of  Communist  construction*  However,  although  there  is 
frequently  much  talk  about  reGtGg  propaganda  to  life,  the  practical 
GfGence  of  ideological  work  In  improvGg  affaGs  G  plants,  kolkhozes, 
sovkhozes,  etc.,  is  still  not  substantGl*  However,  wherever  the  pur¬ 
pose  of  Geological  work  G  both  to  give  the  people  the  necessary 
theoretical  knowledge  and  to  assist  Gem  G  Garning  to  build  their 
lives  and  to  work  G  the  CommunGt  way,  immeasurably  remarkable  re¬ 
sults  are  being  achieved.  An  exam£>G  of  this  G  the  experience  of 
the  party  organizations  of  Ryazanskaya  ObGst* 
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The  agricultural  tollers  of  I^aaanskaya  Oblast  have  indeed  ac¬ 
complished  an  heroic  feat'*  In,  one  year  they  increased  meat  production 
by  3*8  times  and  sold  to  thft  state  an  amount  3  tlJoteS  greater  than  speci¬ 
fied  by  the  plan.  With  suci  an  Immense  grovrbh  of  productivity  in  live¬ 
stock  raising  on  kolkhozes  and  sovkhozes  during  the  second  year  of  the 
Seven-Year  Plan,  livestock  has  Increased  by  tens  of  thousands  of  bead 
in  comparison  with  the  previous  year* 

In  briefly  explaining  hcjw  these  remarkable  results  were  achieved, 
one  can  say  that . the  main  factor  is  the  skillful,  constant,  diverse, 
thoughtful  work  with  the  people,  the  organization  of  -^e  brwlest  ex¬ 
change  of  experience,  the  correct  selection  end  administration  of. 
cadres,  and  the  patient  education  and  training  of  them* 

■  people  who  detearmine  th6  success  of  the  cause  —  milkmaids, 
livestock  raisers,  pig  tenders,  shepherds,  and  livestock -farm  woi*k- 
ers  —  are  always  within  sight  of  the  party  organizations  of  Ryazan¬ 
skaya,  Oblast.  The  oblast  and  rayon  party  committees  and  the  primary 
party  organizations  have  succeeded  in  reaching  each  kol3dioz  and  sovkhoz 
and,  in  nany  rayons,  each  toller,  with  their  party  speeches  and  ardent 
aipeals*  Ih  order  to  aciileve  the  courageous  goal  of  increasing  meat 
production  by  3o8  times  in  one  year,  vast  poiitlcal  explanatory  work 
was  carried  out  among,  the  masses*  All  the  cultural  forces  and  tte 
Ideological  organizations  were  used  widely  for  this  pitrp<»e,  and  they 
played  a  leadl.ng  role  in  the  propagandizing  and  instll^tion  of  ad¬ 
vanced  experience* 

As  an  exanple  let  us  take  Shilovskly  Rayon,  where  notable  re¬ 
sults  were,  achieved  in  livestock  raising.  The  village  toilers  here 
struggled  actively  and  persistently  to  Increase  tattle  productivity* 

Also,  a.n  important  factor  was  .  the  fact  tiat  the  youth  were  drawn  into 
this  activity*  Tha  party  organizations,  gathered  young  men  aaad  women 
;i(awfl-frig  workers  in  kolkhoz  construction,  explained  the  tasks  to  them, 
and  supported  the  initiative  of  those  w;hb  appealed  'to  others  of  their 
own  age  to  go  and  work  on  the  farmi?*  The  Komsomol  organizations,  which  ,• 
all  the  youths  have  readily  partip.ipjited  In^  responded  promptly  to  the'  ,  ■ 
call*  ,jto  oae  year,  5^0  Komsomols,  su^rived  oh  fai^,  and  there  are  new 
over  2,000  ypung  men  and  women  '.engaged  in  llvestodk  raising  in  the  rayon* 
These  people,  who  are  acquiring  sli^Pls  and  appreciate  everything  new 
and  advanced,  rejaresent  a  great  force  of  kolkhoz  .production*  Katya  • 
Radyukhlna,  for  instance,  recently  a  milkmaid,  is  now  s'ecre'tary  of  the 
rayon  Komsomol  committee*  She  is  23  years  old*  155^  ®b.e  finished 
secondary  school...  axnl  -vent  to  work  on  .a  kolkhoz  *  "While  working  oh  a 
farm>  ■  she,  was  appointed.. as  a  club  manager*  ”A  movement  beg^n^^for  the 
recruiteie.nt  of  workers  in  li'vestock  raising,”  Ka’tya  states*  ”1  be^n 
agitating  the  secondary-school  students  to  work  on  far^,  but  they 
told  me  that  whojeas  1  had  a  soft  job,  I  ■wanted  them  to  tend  pigs  and 
calves*  Realizing  that  a  personal. example  was  needed;  I  left  the  club 
and  returned  to  the  farm  as  a  milknaid.  I  worked  there  for  3 
during  which  time  I  mll^e^  up  to  6,000"  liters  p®  year  from  each  of

the  11  cotfs  allotted  to  me.  The  young  men  and  women  followed  my 
example  and  went  to  wcark  on  the  farmao  Several  weeks  ago  I  left  the 
farm^  and  the  Komsomols  elected  me  secretary  of  the  rayon  committee «" 

In  the  rayon,  inter -kplMxoz  schools  for  advanced  experience  are 
In  their  second  year  of  exletence^  Their  program  is  being  worked  out 
by  the  Propaganda  and  Agitation  Section  of  the  Shilovskly  Rayon  Phrty 
Committee  in  ccmjunctlon  with  the  kolkhoz  chairmen.  The  achievements 
of  scientific  ideas  and  the  Experience  of  the  best  cattle  raisesr-s  are 
becoming  the  property  of  the"' broad  masses  of  kolkhoz  workers.  In  Janu¬ 
ary  an  economic  seminar  ■was  conducted  there.  Its  topic  was  Increased 
milk  production.  Representatives  from  all  kolkhozes  and  sovMiozes  par¬ 
ticipated  in  the  seminar.  Specialists  from  the  Ryazanskiy  Agricultural 
Institute  assisted  the  village  toilers  in  disclosing  the  great  reserves 
for  increasing  milk  production,  and  particularly  in  noting  the  prac¬ 
tical  meaexires  for  contoatting  barremaess  in  cows  and  for  the  broad  use 
of  artificial  insemination.  An  exchange  of  the  experiences  of  advanced 
workers  on  the  farms  was  conducted  on  a  large  scale.  Experts  of  kol¬ 
khoz  production  spend  seveial  days  among  the  backward  artels  and  bri¬ 
gades,  teaching  their  coneagues  professional  labor  methods. 

UnfOTtunately,  the  practice  characteristic  of  the  party  or¬ 
ganizations  of  Ryazanskaya  Oblast  is  not  yet  to  be  found  everywhere. 

The  verbal  and  prtobed  propa^nda  and  the  political  work  among  the 
masses,  correctly  stipulated  in  the  decree  of  the  Coatral  Committee 
CPSU,  still  suffer  serious  shortcomings.  They  lag  behind  as  re^rds 
the  present  tasks  of  econoialc  and  cultural  construction.  The  narrow¬ 
ness  of  its  sphere  of  Influence  and  poor  mass  organization  are  immense 
problems  in  propaganda  and  agitation  work.  Itequently,  propaganda  work 
is  done  only  with  Communists,  Komsomols,  and  aktlvs  close  to  the  party. 
The  broad  masses  of  workers,  who  deteiaalne  success  in  the  aatter  in  a 
practical  way,  freq,x:ent2y  are  not  reached  by  party  propaganda.  The 
very  first  task  is  to  S'urmount  this  great  shortcoming,  expand  the 
scope  of  our  agitation  and  propaganda,  and  raise  its  level  so  that 
each  worker  is  encompassed  by  true  Communist  influence. 

One  cannot  but  observe  that  the  interest  of  the  Soviet  people 
in  profoundly  studying  party  policies  is  growing  each  day,  toia  can 
be  seen  in  nany  exan^les,  the  very  latest  of  which  is  the  organization 
of  the  propagandizing  of  the  resolutions  of  the  Decejift)er  Plemom  of  the 
Central  Committee  CRSU.  At  the  present  time,  new  traits  are  emerging 
which  testify  to  the  aspiration  of  party  organizations  as  regards  satis¬ 
fying  the  political  inquiries  of  village  toilers  as  broadly  and  as  com¬ 
pletely  as  possible.  As  is  known,  besides  the  memeb^s  of  the  Central 
Committee  and  the  Inspection  Committee,  hundreds  of  advanced  workers 
^om  koUdioz  'villages,  heads  of  kolkhozes  and  sovkhozes,  and  agricul¬ 
tural  specialists  participated  in  the  work  of  the  Plenum,  Along  with 
the  propagandists  and  the  agitators,  they  are  doing  Important  work  in 
explaining  the  resolutions  of  the  Plenum  at  kolkhozes  and  sovkhozes  by 
giving  addresses  and  conducting  talks  and  readings.  Along  with  this. 
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at  the  request  of  koHihoz  meribers  in  yarosla\^kaya,  Kostomskaya,  Kiiy- 
byshevskaya,  and  other  oblasts,  circles  for  studying  the  lEaterlals 
of  the  Decentoer  Plentiln  are  being  created*  Sa  Kostromskaya  ObDast, 
fc«r  instance,  2,500  such  circles  already  exist  for  kolkhoz  meinbers. 

They  vere  designed  for  three  to  four  studies  of  the  materials  of  the 
PlentuDi  Questions  on  the  development  of  agriculture  are  studied  in 
the  circles  by  means  of  considering  what  the  given  oblast,  rayon,  or 
can  submit  for  the  practical  reaUzation  of  the  tasks  pre¬ 
sented  by  the  Plenum  of  the  Central  Committee.  Party  activists,  ag¬ 
ricultural  specialists,  and  leading  workers  from  kolkhozes  and  sov- 
Hiozes  guide  the  circles • 

Tr>  recent  years,  a  broad  range  of  persons,  including  those  in 
villages,  have  received  instruction  in  economic .knowledge*  During  the 
present  academic  year,  for  instance,  in  just  the  party  organizations 
of  Moskovskaya,  LeningTadskaya,  and  Voronezhskaya  oblasts  and  the 
Krasnodarskiy  and  Stavropol “iskiy  krays,  problems  of  concrete  economics 
are  being  studied  by  over  200,000  peorsons*  In  each  rayon  of  Vorcnezh- 
skaya  Oblast  there  are  four  permanent  seminars:  heads  of  koll^ozes 
and  sovldiozesj  brigade  leaders  of  field  and  tractor  brigades; . managers 
of  farms  and  zootechnicians;  and  accountants  of  koUdiozes  and  eovidiozes. 
Ito' Stavropol ‘skly  Rray,  3^500  chiefs  of  economic  schools,  where  tens 
of  ■  thousands  of  kolkhoz  members  study,,  have  been  created.  In  many 
oblasts,  economic  conferences  are  systematically  conducted,  semiiars 
'are  arranged,  and  trips  to  advanced  farms  are  organized* 

However,  the  level  and  scope  of  "the  propagandizing  of  economic 
knowledge  still  do  not  answer  the  requirements  of  life  —  the  immense 
tasks  posed  by  the  XXI  Party  Congress : in  the  sphere  of  economic  con¬ 
struction*  In  several  party  organlsationo,  the  attrition  given  the 
study  of  question^  of  economics  is  slackening*  :  For  instance,  in  the 
present  academic  yeeu:  in  Ul’yanovskaya  Gblast,  the  number  of  those 
studying  economlcsvin  the  party  education  network  has  decreased  by 
11  percent;  This  includes  rayons  (Astradamovskiy  and  staro-Kulatkln- 
skiy)  where  there  was  not  a  single  circle  or  seminar  for  the  study  of 
political  economics*  In  Nikolayevskly  Eayon  only  one  such  circle  is 
operating*'  There  are  about  40,000  Komsomols  engaged  in  industry,,  or 
agriculture  in  the  ob3ast,  but  only  960  of  them -are  studying  economics* 

We  cannot  have  Ideological  work  which  exists  independently  of 
the  production  activities  of  the  workers,  cr  which. does  not  serve  th? 
tasks  of  the  development  of  social  production*  Ideological  work  can  ■ 
become  fruitful  and  ‘fulfill  its  hi^  purpose  <»i3y  when  it  helps  the  . 
people  increase  material  and  spiritual  benefits,  improve  their  lives, 
and  raise  the-  level  of  cuittrce  and  Communist  consciousness* 

•  Party  organizations,  propagandists,,  and  agi'fcators. have  been  sum¬ 

moned  to  speak  vividly  and  emotionally  on  the  immense  victories  gained 
by  the  Soviet  people  and  signifying  the  triu?I>h  of  the  party; 

line*  To  the.xnasses,  as  well  as  individuals, -they  naxst  explain  what 
Communism  is  and  what  great  benefits  it  brings  the  Soviet  people  , 
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the  people  of  labor «  At  the  'sane  time,  it  is  necessary  to  strive  per¬ 
sistent  3y  for  propaganda  which  each  toiler  can  understand,  tharou^hly. 
Cominist  ideals  can  be  realised  only  'under  ccuditions  of  an  abundance 
of  saterial  and  spiritual  benefits*  To  create  such  an  abundance, 
paramount  importance  is  given  to  an  Increase  in  the  production  of 
metal,  machinery,  oil,  coal,  electric  power,  grain,  meat,  butter, 
clothing,  shoes,  and  hoviaing  constjruction*  All  this  requires  self¬ 
less  creative  labor  fTcta  each  Soviet  citizen,  no  matter  what  position 
he  holds* 

It  is  important  that  each  Soviet  citizen  be  acquainted  with  the 
genei'al  figua^es  of  the  Seven-Year  Plan  and  the  plan  for  i960,  and  that 
he  knows  the  deadlines  and  norms  which  the  enterprise,  kolkhoz,  or 
brigade  in  which  he  works  must  meet  and  fulfill,  and  what  he  personally 
must  do  to  realize  the  projected  goals*  Such  profound  daily  explana¬ 
tory  work  will  help  the  workers  and  kolkhoz  members  to  realize  more 
fully  the  iii®)ortance  of  their  labor  to  the  state,  and  will  permit  then 
to  see  more  clearly  that  their  labor  is  the  most  iniportant  contribu¬ 
tion  to  the  general  cause  of  the  struggle  for  Communism. 

!Ehe  first  responsibility  of  party  organizations,  propagandists, 
and  agitators  is  to  actively  and  persiatently  create  an  atmosphere  of 
creative  labor  and  production  enthusiasm  at  each  enterprise,  kolkhoz, 
sovldxoz,  building  project,  and  institute*  It  is  necessary  to  develop 
in  every  vray  possible  the  initiative  of  the  broad  masses  of  workers  in 
research  and  in  the  best  use  of  the  reserves  for  increasing  production* 

"Communism  begins,”  wrote  V.  I*  Lenin  in  The  Great  Beginning  * 
"where  there  appeso:s  among  the  common  workers  a  selfless  concern  indi¬ 
cating  their  ■willingness  to  engage  in.  hard  labor  to  Increase  labcsr 
productivity  and  protect  each  pood  of  si*ain,  coal,  irco,  and  other 
products  that  are  supplied  not  to  the  workers  personally  or  to  their 
neighbors,  but  to  the  entire  public  as  a  whole,  to  the  tens  and  hun¬ 
dreds  of  millions  of  people  who  were  the  first  to  unite  into  one  so¬ 
cialist  state,  and  later  into  the  Union  of  Soviet  Republics"  fiforks* 
Vol.  29,  page  39^^). 

The  era  of  the  extensive  construction  of  Communism  provides 
many  exeunples  of  such  a  Communist  concern  by  the  common  workers  and 
peasants  for  the  common  welfare*  Here  is  one  of  them;  At  the  Chelya- 
biiBk  metallurgical  plant  it  was  planned  to  set  up  a  powerful  mill  for 
the  hot  rolling  of  thick  sheet  steel*  One  stand  of  this  mill,  which 
had  been  manufactiured  in  a  foreign  country,  was  found  to  be  techno¬ 
logically  obsolete*  The  workers,  engineers,  and  technicians  of  the 
plant  raised  the  question  of  modernizing  the  mill  before  setting  it 
up  in  order  to  guarantee  a  steady  rollissg  of  sheet  steel*  This  sug¬ 
gestion,  which  was  submitted  by  the  sovnarkhoz  and  the  Goaplan  RSFSR, 
received  the  support  of  the  RSFSR  Bureau  of  the  Central  Committee 
CPSU*  By  exploiting  the  remarkable  initiative  of  the  plant  collec¬ 
tive,  the  productivity  of  the  rolling  min  was  increased  by  2-3  times* 
Similar  labor  prowess  and  selflessness  has  been  shown  by  members  of 
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brigades  of  Corammlst  labor  and  doers  of  .glorious .  deeds  —  textile 

workers  Valentina  Gaganova,  Xubya  Vecliefova,' and  laany  others. 

At  the  Kirov  Kolkhoz  in^  Ryazanskaya  Oblast,  Raya  Trlfonora 
works  as  a  milknaid  brigade  leader.  “Not -long  ago,"  she  says,  a 
backward. kolkhoz  Joined  Tis.  It  was  necessary  tO  help  it  iinniediate3y>  - 
so  following  Gaganova’S:. example,  I  went  to  work  with  the  brigade  of 
the  most  backward  milkmaids.  With  some.’ regret,  !  left  my  remarkable 
brigade.  I  have  been  working  with  the  backward  collective  for  2  _ 
moithso  During  this  time  I  succeeded  in  establishing  a  stable  daily 
routine  for  the  cows.  The  milkmaids  began  to  feed  and  clean  the  ani¬ 
mals  on  time.  As  a  result,  the  milk  has  now  increased  by  4  kilograms 
per  day  from  each  cow.  We  are  all  living  very  amicably  and  enjc^  a 
great  and'  Interesting  life.  All  the  milkmaids  read  and  subscribe  to 
newspapers.  We  have  our  fine  librasry,  which  contains  much  fiction, 
and  we  have  ^^nized  a  choir.  We  are  now  installing  ^s  stoves  in 
our  apartments,  which  wiH  give  us  mcxre  free  time." 

Such  examples  of  assistance  given  by  advanced  workers  to  a 
backward  segment  of  kolkhoz  production  are  not  exceptions  •  It  is 
tte  new  which  now  characterizes  life  In  the  village*  Along  with  a 
growth  in  the  labor  activities  of  artel  members  and  a  consolidation 
of  the  material  base  of  kolkhozes  sovkhozes,  the  spiritual  life 
of  rural  toilers  is  becoming  brighter,  mere  interesting,  and  more 
varied.'-. . 

Our  propa^nda,  has  been  called  oh  to  praise  the  glory  o£  the 
advanced  workers,  tirelessly  popularize  their  experience,  and  strive 
fer  application  of  that  experience  at  each. ehtertrise.  It  is  essen¬ 
tial  not  raly  to  explain  the  advanced  labor  methods,  but  also  to  speak 
of  them  skillfully  and  give  useful  advice  on  how  to  apply  them  in 
practice.  .  This  requires  of  propagandists,  agitators/ and  other  ideo¬ 
logical  workers  a  knowledge  of  economic  theory  ai^  of  concrete  eco¬ 
nomics.  It  is  a  matter  of  foralng  a  new  type  .of  propagandist  —  a 
person  who  faces  life  boldly,  undorstands  production  perfectly,  and 
is  capable  of  transmitting  ideas,  policies,  and  ^arty  decisions  to 
the  masses,  as  well  as  organizing  the  workers  in  the  struggle  fer 
fulfilloaent  of  their  goals.  ’ 

A  striking  example  of  the  great  accompllshmehts  of  the  national 
economy  in  conjunction- with  the  tireless  deveiopment,  of  Iferxist-Ianin- 
ist  theory  is  shown  to  all  of, us  by  comrade  R.  S,  Khr^hchcv,  First 
Secretary  of  the  Central  Committee.  CPSU.  ..  A  .CQmbihatiOn  of  economic 
and  technical  knowledge  with  a- correct  understandlibg  Of  the  lavs  of 
social  development  is  the  most  important  ■teak  of 'the  self -feducation 
of  the  party  aktiv.  .  . 

Some  party  organizations  still  evaluate  ideological  work  merely 
in  accordance  with  the  ntmher  of  measures  taken,  and  not  in  accordance 
with  its  results  or  how  it  promotes  the  development  of  competitioa 
and  the  :fulf illment  of  plans  by.  erterprlses,  shops,  ko.lrkboZes,  ard. 
sovkhozes,  or  how  it  helps  to  increaae  the  labor  and.,  public  actlvily 
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of  workers,  kolkhoz  members,  the  intelligentsia,  women,  and  youth* 
There  are  also  oases  in  whiOh  party  leaders ,  indicating  the  generally 
satisfactory  indexes  of  the  economic  development  of  an  oblast,  vil¬ 
lage,  or  rayon,  cease  bothering  with  the  improvement  of  propaganda 
and  agitation  work  or  the  education  of  all  the  workers  in  the  spirit 
of  the  correct  Communist  attitude  toward  labcm*.  This  results  in  a 
slackening  of  the  struggle  against  bourgeois  Ideology,  against  in*' 
stances  of  nationalism  and  religious  obscurantism,  and  against  viola¬ 
tions  of  the  rules  of  a  socialist  society  and  other  survivals  of  capi¬ 
talism  in  the  consciousness  of  the  people* 

The  decree  of  the  Central  Committee  CPSU  directs  the  attention 
of  party  organizations,  ail  o'or  ideological  institutes,  the  social- 
science  departments  of  educational  institutions,  and  the  Soviet  press 
to  the  necessily  of  decisively  strengthening  the  propagandizing  of 
Nhrxism-Leninism  and  a  profound  study  by  cadres,  party  members,  and 
the  broad  masses  of  non-party  people  of  the  history  of  the  Communist 
Party  of  the  Soviet  Union  and  Marxist  philosophy  and  political  econ¬ 
omy*  The  theory  of  scientific  Communism  is  a  true  basis  for  improving 
the  Communist  conscioussaess  of  the  wwkers  and  for  educating  them  in 
the  spirit  of  SovJ.et  patriotism  and  proletarian  internationalism. 

The  decree  of  the  Central  ConBnittee  obliges  Our  propagandists 
and  all  ideological  cadi-es  to  conduct  an  active  offensive  against 
bourgeois  ideolo^r  and  its  right-wing  socialist  and  revisionist  advo¬ 
cates  o  "ha  concrete  cases  of  the  struggle  for  the  realization  of  the 
Leninist  principles  of  peaceful  coexistence,"  the  decree  states, 

"party  propaganda  has  been  called  on  to  educate  the  workers  in  a 
spirit  of  pride  in  their  great  Motherland,  which  is  the  vanguard  of 
the  forces  for  peace  and  jurogreas;  to  rouse  in  each  Soviet  citizen  a 
warm  aspiration  to  strengthen  the  might  of  the  Soviet  Union  and  the 
entire  socialist  cam©  through  selfless  labor;  to  participate  actively 
in  the  great  cause  of  the  competition  between  socialism  and  capital¬ 
ism;  and  to  assist  in  every  way  possible  in  strengthening  the  cause 
of  peace  throughout  the  entire  world*  Henceforth  it  will  be  neces¬ 
sary  to  decisively  expose  the  imperialists  who  would  continue  the 
•cold  war,  *  as  well  as  all  those  who  strive  to  maintain  and  aggravate 
international  tension  and  the  armamient  race*" 

As  a  result  of  the  immense  vicbories  of  the  peaceable  policies 
of  the  Communist  Party  and  the  Soviet  Government,  a  real  prospect  for 
a  diorable  peace  on  earth  has  unfolded  before  all  peoples  *  The  slack¬ 
ening  of  international  terjsion  is  the  result  of  a  long  process  of 
change  in  the  correlation  of  forces  between  the  two  systemis  of  so¬ 
cialism  and  capitalism;  it  is  a  consequence  of  the  growth  of  the 
power  and  influence  of  the  peaceful  cam©  of  socialism* 

The  "cold  war"  of  the  imperialists  against  the  USSR  and  all 
the  socialist  countries,  which  has  lasted  for  over  10  years,  has  not 
prevented  us  and  our  fellow  nations  from  achieving  successes  in  eco¬ 
nomic  and  cultural  construction  or  from  creating  an  economic  and 
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military  povrer  vhicTa  will  forever  btay  the  capitalist -reaction  dreams 
of  having  the  weapons  and  strength  to  succeed  in  turning  the  people  s 
democracies  and  the  USSR  towai’d  the  capitalist  road  of  development* 

The  more  farsighted  and  soh4r  representatives  of  the  capitalist  wotH 
are  beginning  to  understand  that  they  are  in  no  position  to  change,  the 
shaping  correlation  of  forces.  It  cannot  be  considered  accidental 
that  in  the  OSA  they  are  creating  Special  agencies  for  studying  the 
reasons  why  America  Is  lagging  behind  the  USSR  in  economic  devel^- 
ment  and  in  the  field  of  science  and  technology. 

Every  sensible  person  realizes  that  the  huge  successes  of  So¬ 
viet  science  and  technology,  paarticularly  in  exploring  the  cosmos, 
were  made  possible  only  by  the  high  standard  of  economic  developuffint 
in  the  USSR,  based  on  a  p-swerful  socialist  industry.  The  launching 
of  the  Soviet  cosmic  rocket  to  the  moon  —  a  distance  of  about  h00,000 
kilometers  —  without  deviation  from  course,  as  veil  as  the  recent 
testing  of  ballistic  missiles  in  the  Pacific,  give  the  American  and 
many -.other  Imperialist  strategists  cause  to  think  carefully .  5?l]e 
theory  of  the  "Invulnerability”  of  the  USA  in  case  of  war  has  failed. 
More  and  more  representatives  of  influential  Ansrican  circles  are 
ccaaing  to  the  conclusion  that  "tfae  losses  in  a  -tear  would  be  considera¬ 
bly  greater  for  the  USA  than  the  profits  they  could  count  on  in  case 

of  victory.  .  .ti. 

The  events,  now  taking  place  in  the  world  vividly  reflect  the 
successes  Of  the  foreign  policy  of  the  Communist  Party  and  the  Soviet 
Government  —  the  policy  of  peace  and  friendship  among  nations.  But 
it  is  impossible  to  .f sarget  for  a  moment  that  consolidation  and  expan¬ 
sion  of  the  results  attained  wlU'  occur  in  the  presence  of  an  active 
political  and  ideological  struggle  and  of  economic  competition  between 
socialism  and  capitalism.  Peaceful  coexistence  poses  this  economic, 
political,  and  ideological  struggle  which  is  being  conducted  by  peace¬ 
ful  means,  but  demands  of  us.  much  strength  and  skill,  as  well  as 
flexibility  and  efficacy  In  all  Soviet  pro^ganda. 

. The  large-scale  defeats  of  the  capitalist  ^orld  in  competition 
with  spciallsm  are  strengthening  the  Influence  of  socialism  and  its 
Ideology  in  the  consciousness-  of  millions  of  people,  in  the  capitalist 
countries,  particularly  in  those  countries  which  have  recently  ^ined 
their  national  Independence  and  are  seeking  the  most  expedient  roads 
to  independent  development.  The  histOTicai  visit  of  K,  S.  Khrushchev 
to  the  USA'  provoked  a  genuine  upheaval  in  the  conaoiousness  of  many 
ordinary  Americans,  and  gained  for  cur  side  t^s  of  millions  of  friends 
in  all  the  capitalist  states,  •  ' ; 

Bourgeois  Ideologists,  sensing  the  weakness  of  their  positions 
.  and  the  impossibility  .of  justifying  to  any  way  the  vices  of  the  im¬ 
perialist  system,  are  striving  in  every  •way:  possible  to  belittle  the 
successes  of  socialism  and  to  embellish  and  daub  in  rainbow  hues  the 
facade. Of  the  dea?eplt  capitalism  of  today.  In-  the  words  of  one 
English  journalist,  they  wish  "to  f lad  a  prettier  name  for  an  old 
dying  dog." 
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A  typical  example  of  such  a  clumsy  atteiRpt  to  paint  a  pictvire 
of  the  "new"  capitalist  society,  in  which  there  is  "peace  and  harmony 
in  God’s  paradise,"  is  the  arbicle  “A  Changing  America"  by  Daniel 
Seligman  in  the  journal  America.  If  one  is  to  believe  this  new 
"theorist,"  the  American  society  has  changed  so  much  in  recent  years 
that  it  is  difficult  to  distinguish  the  workers  from  the  capitalists. 

As  evidence  he  utilizes  both  semantics  a33d  a  bluntly  falsified  picture 
of  prosperity  for  all.  It  is  shown  that  much  la  resolved  by  changing 
terminology.  In  fact,  this  is  already  being  done  in  all  fields . 

In  a  school  the  watchman’s  job  is  occupied  by  an  "equipment  manager." 

A  typist  typing  letters  in  an  office  is  now  called  a  "girl  Ei’iday" 
and  becomes  her  chief’s  right  hand.  A  janitor  is  entrusted  with 
simple  repair  work,  and  he  becomes  a  mechanic.  A  secretaiy  fre- 
qiiently  fulfills  complex  administrative  responsibilities,  etc.  Is 
it  not  true  that  all  these  people  are  easily  converted  into  wcxrkers 
which,  in  name,  do  not  differ  from  capitalists?  Only  the  former  re¬ 
ceive  much  less  for  their  work  than  do  the  latter.  (The  author,  for 
completely  understandable  reasons,  does  not  touch  upon  this  subject.) 
The  main  thing  is  new  "terminology,"  In  connection  with  this,  there 
will  soon  be  no  workers  left  in  the  enterprises  of  the  USA:  there 
will  only  be  stockholders. 

Pear  of  the  growing  influence  of  socialist  ideology  on  the  work¬ 
ers  of  the  capitalist  coixntries  is  expressed  in  the  book  Why  HATO? . 
recently  published  in  Paris,  by  Spaak,  the  Belgian  Social  Democrat. 

The  author  attacks  the  policy  <xf  peaceful  coexistence  conducted  by 
the  Soviet  ^ion,  which  he  views  as  the  "chief  danger"  to  the  West. 
Through  this  policy^  in  Spaak* s  opinion,  the  USSR  has  already  "tho¬ 
roughly  undermined  the  positions  of  the  Western  powers,  particularly 
in  the  underdeveloped  countries  of  Asia  and  Africa."  He  writes  that 
the  USSR  is  skillfully  utilizing  the  anticolonlal  sentiments  of  the 
peoples  of  the  East,  as  well  as  its  authority  acquired  as  a  result  of 
its  immense  scientific  and  technological  achievements,  Spaak  was 
forced  to  confess  that  "these  successes  have  engendered  a  conviction 
among  a  large  number  of  Africam  and  Aslans  that,  with  the  assistance 
of  the  ISSR,  they  will  achieve  a  rapid  Industrialization  of  their 
countries." 

One  of  the  decisive  conditions  which  enstire  the  growing  in¬ 
fluence  of  the  USSR,  he  further  asserts,  is  its  skillful  use  of  the 
powerful  weapon  of  propaganda.  Soviet  propaganda  has  such  a  strong 
Influence  on  public  opinion  in  the  Western  counlaries,  the  Belgian 
Social  Democrat  confesses,  that  mass  trends  arise  within  them  and 
"the  statesjmen  and  political  parties  must  at  times  display  great 
courage  in  order  not  to  yield  to  these  trends." 

Bourgeois  politicians  and  propagandists  understand  the  immense 
power  of  attraction  Of  the  ideas  of  Communism.  They  fear  that  suc¬ 
cessful  fulfillment  of  the  program  of  Communist  construction,  out¬ 
lined  by  the  XXI  Party  Congress,  will  add  new  strength  to  all  the 
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filters  for  social  and  econoioic  prepress,  particularly  to  the  coun¬ 
tries  of  toe  Jfesta  Therefoi^  bourgeois  ideologists  are  firawing  up 
prescriptions  for  patttog  capitalism  to  a  laealthy  state.  They  speak 
of  alleged  available  reserves  and  umtilized  possibilities  for  progress 
to  the  capitalist  economy,  and  attempt  to  make  gullible  people  believe 
that  the  world  of  capitalism  can  still  win  the  competition  with  so¬ 
cialism.  ^  - 

The  most  Important  task  of  our  propaganda  is  to  conduct  a  mili¬ 
tant,  ■aggressive  struggle  against  pernicious  bourgeois  ideology.  Be¬ 
lying  oh  the  facts  of  contentpearary  reality,  it  is  necessary  to  expose 
persistently  the  "new”  arguments  a33d  false  concoctions  of  the  bour¬ 
geois  hlreitogs  and  to  show  the  immense,  irrefutable  successes  c£ 
socialism  in  peaceful  competition  ahd  its  advantages  over  capitalism 
to  the  field  of  econOTilcs,  the  development  of  democracy  and  personal 
freedem,  and  the  creation  of  conditions  for  the  constant  growth  of 
material  prosperi'ty  and  culture  suuong  the  masses.  In  particular,  we 
should  utilize  .broadly  the  statements  of  the  press  and  statesmen  and 
scholars  of  the  West  who,  uMer  preshufie  of  facing  reality,  are  more 
more  frequently  forced  to  ackhowle^e  the  successes  of  socialism 
and  to  expose  the  vices  of  the  bourgeois  world  to  devastating  criti¬ 
cism.  Our  propagandists  must  be  able  to  show  that  capitalism,  by  its 
nature,  has  been  and  continues  to  be  a  most  brutal,  despotic,  and  un¬ 
just  system,  no  matter  what  labels  its  learned  lackeys  attempt  to . give 

The  superiority  of  one  stnicture  over  another  is  shown  to-  the 
final  analysis  by  the  material  and  spiritual  benefits  it  provides 
by  the  manwey  in  which  these  benefits  are  distributed  among  all 
the  -^ople.  One  mist  consider  that  the  bourgeois  apologists  hold  in 
their  hands  such  a  "tiump"  as  the  comparatively  higher  standard  of 
living  Of  certain  categories  of  the  population  of  the  l^SA.  Sometimes 
this  fact  nonpluses  the  more  poorly  prepared  propagandists,  and  they 
attempt  to  avoid  a  direct  anwer.  O^s,  of  course,  is  incorrect. 

Tlte  propagandist  must  not  ev^e  such  questions,  but  explain  them 
skillfully,  touthfully,  and  convincingly.  One  must  bear  to  mind  that 
the  USA  has  not  known  destructive  wars  within  its  territory  for  two 
centm-ies  that  the  capitalist  magnates  have  rtilized  the  First 
and  Second  World  Wars  for  large-scale  profits.  Secondly,  the  degree 
of  exploitation  of  the  workers  of  the  USA  is  the  greates't  of  all  the 
developed  capitalist  countries.  Thirdly,  the  American  monopolies 
broadly  exploit  both  the  working,  class  of  their  own  country  and  the 
peoples  of  colonies  and  dependent  states  --  the  so-called  .backward 
countries,”  where  they  frequently  gain  vast  profits.  All  this  of 
course  -permits  the  monopolistic  bourgeoisie  of  the  USA  to  allot  a 
portion  of  its  incredible  profits  for  the  support  of  a  more  or  less 
high  standard  of  living  by  several  groups  of  the  population.  One 
cannot  forget,  however^  that  tens  of  millions  of  Americans  are  unem¬ 
ployed  and  that  their. families  live  to  extreme  poverty. 
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]ii  the  cowse  of  the  ideological  struggle,  the  ingperialist  re¬ 
action  actively  utilizes  conteErpwary  revisionism,  liQie  revisionists 
profess  that  within  a  century  of  technical  development,  the  develop¬ 
ment  of  industrial  forces  will  itself  sooner  or  later  lead  to  the 
liquidation  of  the  production  relations  and  the  entire  superstructure 
of  capitalist  society*  They  attempt  to  suggest  to  the  workers  that 
the  ruling  bourgeoisie  is  no  longer  in  a  position  to  resist  the  will 
of  the  majority  and  that  it  will  yield  its  positions  willingly.  The 
contemporary  betrayers  of  the  cause  of  the  working  class  mcare  and  more 
frequently  reveal  themselves  as  agents  of  imperialism,  as  bearers  of 
hostile  imperialist  ideology  in  the  proletarian  movement*  This  is 
why  we  must  henceforth  expose  persistently  the  reactionary  nature  of 
bourgeois  ideology  and  its  variant  —  revisionism* 

Imperialist  propaganda  has  attempted  for  sevecal  decades  to 
igncxre  the  successes  of  the  Scwiet  Union  and  to  depfict  our  country  as 
backward.  The  launching  of  the  Soviet  earth  satellites,  the  launching 
of  the  cosmic  rockets,  the  immense  achievements  of  Soviet  science  and 
technology  in  the  use  of  atomic  energy  for  peaceful  purposes,  the 
creation  of  the  most  modem  aircraft  in  the  world,  and  many  other 
achievements  of  the  Soviet  people  have  inflicted  a  criishing  blow  to 
bourgeois  propaganda* 

Id  his  adch'esses  before  the  American  people,  ccanrade  H.  S, 
Khrushchev  indicated  vividly  and  convincingly  and  with  profound  force 
the  great,  progressive  significance  of  Communism,  Citirg  facts  and 
figures,  he  disclosed  to  his  audiences  the  nature  and  significance  of 
the  great  achievements  which  have  been  attained  by  the  Soviet  people 
in  all  walks  of  life.  This  was  a  powerful  new  blow  to  the  false  im¬ 
perialist  propaganda. 

All  this  forces  the  leaders  of  the  bourgeois  ideological  front 
to  reorganize,  to  change  to  new  conditions,  and  to  develop  mare  versa¬ 
tile  tactics.  Erontal  attacks  and  coarse  anti-Soviet  concoctions 
have  not  brought  Imperialist  prcpa^nda  the  desired  successes*  Its 
authority  has  already  been  thoroughly  shaken.  Those  who  subsidize 
anti -Soviet  propaganda  —  Bockefelier  and  Dupont  —  are  dissatisfied* 
They  are  demanding  more  zealous  work  ftrom  their  hired  bend  of  writers - 
robbers  and  fran  their  radio  liars  *  "We  must  laransf er  the  war  of 
ideas  to. the  territory  of  the  enemy,"  they  say.  In  other  words,  they 
hope  to  conduct  an  ideological  struggl-e  within  the  socialist  coun¬ 
tries  » 

The  calculations  of  the  troubadours  of  imperialism  that  they 
will  somehow  manage  to  transfer  anti-Soviet  propaganda  to  ovir  terri¬ 
tory  and  achieve  definite  successes,  are  built  on  sand.  The  Soviet 
people  are  infinitely  devoted  to  the  great  cause  of  the  construction 
of  Communism*  They  are  tightly  united  around  their  militant  ^mn- 
guard  —.the  glorious  Communist  Party  and  its  Leninist  Central  Com¬ 
mittee,  However,  we  cannot  but  consider  the  pernicious  influence 
which  bourgeois  ideology  exerts  on  backward  people.  Our  propaganda 
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is  designed  to  expose  sharply,  convincingly,  and  clearly  the  cunning 
methods  of  the  ideologies  of  capitalism,  vithout  desisting  in  any  way 
from  showing  vital  examples  of  the  advantages  of  the  socialist  system 
and  Marxist -Leninist  Ideology  and  promoting  the  formation  of  the  new 

citizen  with  Communist  character  traits  and  morals. 

The  main  tasks  of  party  propaganda  and  of  all  political  wwk, 
the  decree  of  the  Central  Committee  CIBU  states,  "consists  in  deeply 
and  thoroughly  explaining  the  ideas  of  Mhrxlsm-Leninism,  showing  their  , 
successful  application  3n  the  stitiggle  of  the  party  for  the  victory  of 
socialism  a^  Communism  in  our  couatoy,  teaching  their  use  in  practical 
work  aril  in  developing  creatively  the  theoretical  wealth  amassed  by 
the  party,  rallying  the  workers  in  the  struggle  for  applying  the  poli¬ 
cies  of  the  party,  and  educating  active  and  staunch  fighters  for  Com- 
nunism**^ 

All  the  conditions  and  possibilities  exist  for  raising  ideo¬ 
logical  work  and  the  entire  cause  of  Communist  education  to  the  level 
of  the  demands  of  the  new  period  of  Communist  construction  in  t^  USSK. 
Never  before  have  we  had  such  favorable  conditions  for  the  development 
of  broad  political  work  among  the  masses  or  for  administering  to  mil¬ 
lions  of  workers  economic  and  political  knowledge  and  the  theory  of 
Msr X  ism -Len  inism  » 

First,  the  cadres  of  propagandists  are  n.w  filled  with  leading 
party  and  economic  workers,  engineers  and  technicians,  and  agricul¬ 
tural  specialists  —  persons  we31  trained  in  theory  and  policy,  ex¬ 
cellently  versed  in  technology  and  economics,  and  having  a  great  deal 
of  work  experience.  This  permits  us  to  raise  considerably  the  level 
of  propaganda  and  agitation  work  and  to  relate  it  more  cloBe3y  to 
life  and  to  the  solution  c£  the  economic  tasks  of  the  second  year  of 
the  Seven-lear  Plan. 

Second,  propaganda  and  agitation  possess  such  remarkable  ideo¬ 
logical  weapons  as  the  decisions  of  the  XX  and  XXI  Party  Congresses 
and  the  June  and  Peceriber  (1959)  plenums  of  the  Central  Committee 
CPSU,  in  which  a  scientifically  well-grounded  program  was  developed 
and  concrete  steps  for  its  realization  Indicated.  The  arsenal  of 
resources  of  our  ideological  work  was  enriched  by  the  decree  of  the 
Central  Committee  CPSU  "On  the  tasks  of  Party  Propaganda  xinder  con¬ 
temporary  conditions,"  The  network  of  party  enlightenment  embraces 
a  large  number  of  manuals  and  training  aids  in  almost  a3.1  questions 
of  Iferxist -Leninist  theory,  thereby  making  It  possible  to  organize 
correctly  the  work  of  a3J.  forms  of  party  enlightenment. 

Third,  the  grotrth  in  the  material  prosperity  and  cultural  level 
of  the  wcsrkers  of  the  USSP  ensures  that  the  "seeds"  of  the  propagan¬ 
dists  and  agitators  will  fall  on  more  favorable  so3.1,  and  that  their 
speeches  will  find  a  more  lively  response  than  ever  before  in  the 
hearts  of  the  Soviet  people.  The  citizens  of  the  USSR  see  the  steadily 
growing  prosperity  as  a  result  of  the  application  of  Iferxlst-Ieninlst 
teachings  and  the  policies  of  our  party.  Thus  faith  in  the  party  and 
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it0  Ideas  is  strengthening  among  the  masses ^  and  millions  of  people 
are  increasingly  desirous  of  learning  the  doctrine  of  Communism* 

This  means  that  there  are  exceptionally  favorable  conditions 
for  profound  ideological-political  and  cultural-educational  vork  with 
all  the  workers*  The  entire  cause  now  depends  on  the  ability  of  party 
organizations  and  cadres  on  the  ideological  front  to  organize  correctly 
their  activities;  to  rally,  train,  and  arrange  their  farces;  and  to 
provide  daily  qualified  leadership  for  all  participants  in  their  broad 
and  varied  ideological  work.  This  will  raise  ideological  work  to  the 
level  of  the  requirements  of  extensive  Communist  construction.
